Hele words, beloved, may very well be 
compared and applyed to theſe laſt and 
worlt of times wherein we live; for it ever any 
Scripture was fulf:ted,thts very Scr pture is fult'I- 
ed amongſt us at this very day : For behcld, this 
is the iniquicy of England, pride ard fulnsfs of 
bread in her, and in her children ; for the daugh- 
ters of Enoland are proud and haughr ty, and wall; 
with ſtretched out necks, and mk: od breaſts, walk- 
ing and mincing as they go. I need not trouble 
my felf much ro prove this aflcrtion, the Lotd 
knows the truthof it 1s too too manifelt amorglt 
vs in thefe days; For now 3s the Prophet faith, 
Ft.

13.10, Only by pride cometh 
contention, All the contention that c yer have been, 
or at this day are, eitherin Law-luits, or Fatmilics, 
orin Trading, or whatſoever contentions there 
are, theſe do all ſpring from pride, and as cove- 
rouſnels is the roct of a!l evil. ſo pride is the nurſe 
of all coverouſnef+ ; did not mens hearts run fo

The devil was the farlt that ever prided it againft 
Gol; pride mide the devil to be adevil, he was 
firlt an 4.ge mn Heaven, but for his pride againſt 
Go, he was cilt dowato Hz:li, and fo became 

a devil : The Apoſtle faith, 4 Tim. }, 6. Mainz 
flers of God muſt not be novices, left being lified up 
Wi!) pride, they fell into the condemnation of the 
depii. Therelorc God Many th;es tO Prevent this

Sxthly, Pride tsan utter enemy to the future 
and evcrialting happineſs and ſalvation of men, 1 
Cor. 8.2. He tit thinks he knows any thingy 
that is, he that is proudly conceited of himſc!t, 
that man (faith the Apollile ) knows nothing as 
he ought todo, Proud perſons think they know 
ſomething, if not all things ; but the Word of God 
{aich» Men muft become fools that they may be 
made wile, that is, men mult deny themſelves, 
and go to Chriſt for wiſdom, righteouſneſs, re- 
demption, grace, lite, and {alvation ; but proud 
perſons will not do this. Ye will ot come to me, 
zaith Chrilt, John 5. 40, that ye might have life. 
Men that are proud and f{cl/-car: ceitrd, care not 
for coming to Chriſt ; he that comes ro Chitit, 
niuſt C 'oy himſcl:> and foriake of); vihich Iam 
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ſure no proud perſon will be vi!ling to do; honoue 
and greatnels, and outward bravery, they are the
